At its December 14 regular 
meeting, the Greenbelt City 
Council discussed the city’s 
policy for distributing crime re- 
ports, set a meeting to discuss a 
proposed new county-run bus 
service in the city, and agreed to 
push the county government to 
expand its services for the home- 
less. 

Crime Reports 

Don Comis of Laurel Hill 
Road questioned why the city’s 
crime reports are no longer being 
provided to the Washington Post. 
Mayor Judith Davis confirmed 
that council had decided not to 
automatically provide city crime 
reports to all newspapers. The 
list of newspapers that automati- 
cally receive the reports has been 
reduced to the News Review, the 
Gazette, the Prince George’s 
Journal, and any other paper that 
asks to receive the reports. She 
said that providing detailed crime 
reports {as appears in this 
newspaper’s “Police Blotter”) 
gives a misleading perception of 
Greenbelt as “a hotbed of crime.” 

Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
added that the larger papers use 
the city’s crime report as filler in 
order to print advertisements on 
the other side of the sheet. He 
said that the crimes listed under 
other jurisdictions only repre- 
sented the “greatest hits” from 
county police reports.

Comis argued that the Post is 
the major news vehicle for 
Greenbelters, including the crime 
reports. He asked for further 
consideration and public discus- 
sion of this policy.

Council unanimously approved 
a recommendation from 
Greenbelt CARES to seek in- 
creased support from the county 
government for services for the 
homeless. The’ city’s two crisis 
intervention counselors had re- 
ported on problems they had ex- 
perienced in trying to assist citi-

zens. County shelters are often 
full. Shelters in other jurisdic- 
tions will accept only residents 
from the host jurisdiction. The 
city will also explore what ser- 
vices are provided by other mu- 
nicipalities and begin exploring 
whether the city should take 
other actions to help the home- 
less. 

A report from Crisis Interven- 
tion Counselors Leslie Simms 
and Heather Hartman noted that 
they were told by the county’s 
Family Crisis Center that a 
woman whose husband had 
threatened her life earlier that day 
“in enough crisis” to 
qualify for their services. In- 
stead, the family spent two nights 
in a single bedroom that another 
family member rents, then, for 
lack of alternatives, ended up re- 
turning to their home. Eventu- 
ally the woman found a room to 
rent, but could not take her chil- 
dren with her. A homeless 
woman ended up spending the 
night in a hospital emergency 
room because all county shelters 
were full. 

Simms told council that emer- 
gency shelters are insufficient, 
especially for those needing pro- 
tection, and for teens with prob- 
lems at home. In addition, there 
are no county shelters for adult 
males without addictions. 

Mayor Judith Davis expressed

City Council Hammers Out 
Parkside Ballot Wording

Normally introducing a piece 
of legislation is a five-minute 
task, at most. But, at the De- 
cember 14 regular council meet- 
ing, it took nearly an hour, and 
three votes, for the Greenbelt 
City Council to introduce a reso- 
lution providing for a special 
election on March 9, 1999 on the 
annexation of Parkside at 
Greenbelt. 

As usual, the city staff had 
drafted a resolution for council 
consideration. However, council 
had to set the wording of the 
question that is to appear on the 
ballot. Staff had provided draft 
wording, but the final decision 
was up to council. Selecting 
which option to consider proved 
difficult. 

Councilmember Thomas 
White proposed option 5, sug- 
gested by City Solicitor Robert 
Manzi: “Should the City of 
Greenbelt enlarge its existing 
corporate boundaries by annexing 
approximately 7.70 acres (more 
or less) referred to as the 
Parkside subdivision which ad- 
joins the existing southern corpo- 
rate boundary of the City?” 


Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
wanted to simplify the language 
slightly, by changing the begin- 
ning of the question to “Should 
the City of Greenbelt annex ap- 
proximately...,” with the rest of 
the question remaining as pro- 
posed. Manzi explained that he 
had chosen the more complicated 
wording because annexation is a 
procedure and enlargement of the 
city’s corporate boundaries is the 
result. 

After some debate, Turnbull’s 
motion to change White’s word- 
ing failed on a 2-3 vote, with 
Turnbull and Councilmember 
Rodney Roberts voting yes, and 
Mayor Judith Davis, White and 
Councilmember Edward Putens 
opposed. 

White then moved to amend 
his own motion. During the dis- 
cussion of Turnbull's motion, 
White said, he had decided that, 
as Davis had suggested earlier, 
additional information is needed. 
He proposed adding a description 
of the land to be annexed, in- 
cluding the number and type of 
houses (31 detached, single- 
family homes) and the streets

Hardly Small 


Mr. Downs of College Park in 
his letter “Hypocrites” (News Re- 
view Dec. 17) refers to a “small 
group of individuals acting as 
guardians of Greenbelt.” To him 
we say, thanks for the complt- 
ment. Many Greenbelters try 
their best to maintain Greenbelt 
as a safe, democratic and man- 
ageable city. But a small group? 
Hardly! 

I was one of about 30 
Greenbelt taxpaying citizens who 
spent several weekends in Octo- 
ber and November collecting my 
share of the 3,500 signatures to 
put ‘the Parkside annexation be- 
fore the voters of Greenbelt in a 
special election. City Council re- 
cently decided to hold this elec- 
tion on March 9, 1999. I person- 
ally gathered over 300 signatures 
from the Lakewood, Boxwood, 
Schrom Hills, Greenbriar areas as 
well as from several streets in 
GHI. 

Last Election Day (Nov. 3) I 
staffed a petition signing table 





outside the entrance to the polling 
station at Springhill Lake E}l- 
ementary. Over 200 signatures 
were collected at SHL alone. 
During the peak voting period 
around 6 p.m. people were actu- 
ally standing in line at the table 
waiting to sign the Parkside ref- 
erendum petition. In collecting 
my share of signatures I kept an 
informal survey on why my fel- 
low Greenbelt citizens/voters 
wanted to sign the petition. 
Among the reasons people gave 
for signing were: 

1. They expressed disapproval 
with the City Council’s 3 to 2 
vote to annex the Parkside devel- 
opment (Roberts and Turnbull 
voting “no’). 

2. Greenbelt taxpayers felt 


théy should be allowed a “voice” 


on issues that impact them finan- 
cially. How will providing city 
services to Parkside affect their 
own taxes and quality of city ser- 
vices? 

3. Many felt that Greenbelt 
residents should have a say in 
how large Greenbelt should be- 
come. “Greenbelt is big enough!” 
several said. 

4. Others felt that City Coun- 
cil rushed to judgment in their 
September 28 vote, not allowing 
for enough citizen input and dis- 
cussion on the matter. 

5. A number of residents ex- 
pressed uncertainty or confusion 
as to where Parkside was located. 

6. Some wondered why the 
Parkside residents wanted to be- 
come annexed by Greenbelt. 


7. Some signed the petition- 


because Parkside’s geographic 
distance from the rest of the city 
is not in accord with Greenbelt’s 
history and tradition of contigu- 
ous city neighborhoods. People 
in Greenbelt’s neighborhoods now 
can easily involve themselves in 
city affairs and avail themselves 
of the city’s cultural, recreational 
and retail facilities. 

8. Several signed because 
they recalled the Mayor stating 
that no additional police or pub- 
lic works staff would be hired to 
‘cover’ the Parkside development. 
This underscored their concern 
that city services would be di- 
luted or stretched even further. 

9. And several citizens ex- 
pressed concerns about Parkside 
annexation setting a precedent for 
future development adjacent to or 
even ‘in’ Greenbelt Park and the 
remaining undeveloped areas of 
the original greenbelt. 

A “misguided cancerous mi- 
nority?” says Mr. Downs. 
Hardly. With over 3,500 
Greenbelt citizens signing the ref- 


erendum petition for one or mul- 
tiple reasons I find it quite amaz- 
ing that Mr. Downs (formerly of 
Greenbelt) would insult us and 
publicly use derogatory language 
to describe concerned citizens 
who were performing a local 
civic and democratic function by 
signing the petition.

nex and we all were interested in 
getting more factual information 
so that an informed choice can be 
made at referendum time.

Quite a few of the 
Parkside referendum petitioners 
have for many years been ac- 
tively involved in issues affecting 
their community, including the 
proposed mega-development sur- 
rounding the Greenbelt Metro 
Station.

Historic Trust Offers Grants 


The Maryland Historical 
Trust (MHT), an agency of the 
Maryland Department of Hous- 
ing and Community Develop- 
ment (DHCD), is now accept- 
ing applications for Heritage 
museum grants, mini grants, 
and consultant grants as well as 
capital and non-capital historic 
preservation grants.

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MD Unclaimed Funds 
Attracts Inquiries 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Robert L. Swann said his 
agency received 59,458 inquir- 
ies on unclaimed property so 
far this year as a result of com- 
prehensive efforts to locate un- 
claimed property owners, in- 
cluding a 12-page advertising 
supplement that appeared in 
newspapers across Maryland 
during October. “That’s a 
51.3% increase over last year,” 
Swann said. “If you received 
claim forms from our office as 
a result of your inquiry, please 
return them without delay so 
we can send you your money.” 

“Two important reasons for 
the large increase in inquiries 
are our website and a computer 
file match with IRS,” said 
Comptroller Swann. “People 
are getting online by the thou- 
sands to search the recently re- 
ported unclaimed property ac- 
counts on the comptroller’s 
website at 
www.marylandtaxes.com. We 
are also doing computer file 
match-ups with the IRS and 
other government agencies to 
find the current addresses of 
unclaimed property owners in 
Maryland and out-of-state.” 

Insurance companies, finan- 
cial institutions and other busi- 
nesses are required to report 
funds that have been unclaimed 
for five years. The unclaimed 
accounts advertised last month 
were insurance benefits, such as 
life insurance benefits that went 
unclaimed because the policy 
was not discovered during the 
settlement of an estate, insur- 
ance policies that had a cash 
value even though all the pre- 
miums weren't paid, or medical 
insurance benefits that were 
misdirected in the mail and did 
not reach the proper recipient.

Census Bureau Plans 
To Hire 900 Workers 


The race to the next decen- 
nial census is on and the Cen- 
sus Bureau is combing Prince 
George’s County to recruit 
workers’ to fill 900 positions to 
check street address lists for 
Census 2000.

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Maryland Lemon Law Protects Consumers 


Maryland .new car buyers can 
now expect to receive information 
on Maryland’s Lemon.Law when 
they purchase a new vehicle. 

The Maryland Lemon Law 
States that if any newly purchased 
car, light truck, motorcycle, or 
multi-purpose vehicle has been 
“repaired” for the same problem 
four or more times, or if the ve- 
hicle has been out of service for 
30 days or more for repairs, cus- 
tomers are entitled to either a 
new vehicle or a refund for the 
vehicle already purchased. 

New vehicles are “lemons” 
when a problem surfaces within 
the first 15 months or 15,000 
miles of the vehicle. Each new 
vehicle’s warranty and owner’s 
manual discusses the procedures 
to follow when claiming a ve- 
hicle to be a lemon. Once the 
problem has been recognized, the 
owner must report it in writing to 
the manufacturer. The manufac- 
turer must have the opportunity 
to fix the problem.

Hartman said that the city 
should focus on emergency 
situations and leave longer-term 
arrangements to the county. 
The level of homelessness in 
Greenbelt is probably low rela- 
tive to the county as a whole, 
she said, although good statis- 
tics are not available. 
Local Bus Service 

The county Department of 
Public Works and Transporta- 
tion has budgeted $1 million 
for the current fiscal year to 
fund three fixed bus routes 
within Greenbelt. The buses 
would run from 6:30 a.m. to 
6:30 p.m. There would be no 
cost to the city. government for 
this service. The county ts 
seeking council support for the 
service, which it wants to start 
by April. Once city govern- 
ment support is obtained, the 
county would hold a public 
meeting on the plan. Council 
will discuss this proposal with 
county officials at a 
worksession on January 4. 

Other Actions 

Davis presented a replica of 
the Mother and Child Statue to 
former School Board Represen- 
tative Suzanne Plogman as a 
symbol! of council’s apprecta- 
tion for her efforts on behalf of 
Greenbelt children during her 
12-year tenure. Plogman had 
decided not to seek reelection 
in order to have more time with 
her children (ages 6, 9 and 13). 
State Senator Leo Green pre- 
sented a proclamation from the 
state legislature praising 
Plogman. 

Earl Kepler and other mem- 
bers of the Greenbelt New Year 
Committee presented to council 
t-shirts and posters for the 1999 
celebration. Kepler praised 
Community Center Recreation 
Supervisor Joe McNeal, saying 
that it has been a “real plea- 
sure” to work with him. The 
committee is organizing a fam- 
ily-oriented, alcohol-free New 
Year’s Eve celebration. The 
festivities will begin at 6 p.m. 
on December 31 with a proces- 
sion from Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School to the Community 
Center. 

The city’s new Human Re- 
sources Officer, Consuela Har- 
ris, was introduced to council. 


Senior Management Analyst 
W. Bowman Ferguson reported 
on the “Save the Theater” cam- 
paign. He noted that the first 
city-sponsored film festival, De- 
cember 18-23, featured “The 
King and I” and “The Sound of 
Music.” A Hitchcock festival is 
planned for January. In recog- 
nition of Ferguson’s work on 
setting up the November show- 
ings of “The Wizard of Oz,” 
Davis presented him with a 
“Toto” pen and note pad (“Dear 
Dorothy, Saw Oz. Ate the 
shoes. Find your own way 
home). 

Council unanimously ap- 
proved a resolution extending 
Jones Communications’ fran- 
chise agreement through Febru- 
ary 28 while negotiations on a 
15-year extension are com- 
pleted. 

Davis, White and Putens re- 
ported on the National League 
of Cities Conference they had 
attended in Kansas City. The 
city won approval, with support 
from 49 states, for a policy 
statement calling for amend- 
ment of the federal Freedom of 
Information Act to require the 
federal government to respond 
to FOIA requests from cities 
and not to use fees as a deter- 
rent to such requests. This pro- 
posal stemmed from the “thou- 
sands of dollars” in fees re- 
quested for information the city 
had requested regarding the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
headquarters proposal. 

Council accepted a report 
from the Advisory Planning 
Board recommending approval, 
with conditions, of a 
developer’s request to install a 
temporary advertising sign in 
the city’s right of way along 
American Legion Drive, adja- 
cent to Greenbelt Road between 
Lakecrest Drive and_ the 
Beltway. 


Assistance Needed 
For Refugee Families 


Lutheran Social Services of 
the National Capital Area has op- 
portunities in Prince George’s 
County for volunteers to tutor 
foster children and to mentor 
newly arrived refugee families.

On November 5, eight people 
in the Washington area were 
treated for carbon monoxide poi- 
soning. 

Since 1970, approximately 
30,000 American deaths have 
been caused by gases and va- 
pors. As awareness of carbon 
monoxide (CQO) poisoning in- 
creases so does the need for 
education. 

Because CO is_ frequently 
caused by poor or incomplete 
combustion in household appli- 
ances such as furnaces and water 
heaters, the Air Conditioning Con- 
tractors of America-National Capi- 
tal Chapter (ACCA-NCC) has 
taken an active position to educate 
the public. They have available a

TheBus, Prince George’s 
County’s community transit sys- 
tem, has been named “best trans- 
portation system’ by the Mary- 
land Association of Transporta- 
tion (TAM), a statewide ‘organi- 
zation of transportation provid- 
ers.

Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School in the exceptional posi- 
tion of having three students 
within the last three years ob- 
tain a perfect score of 1600 on 
the Scholastic Assessment Test 
(SAT). The SAT is a test used 
by colleges as part of the ad- 
missions selection process. 
Most students take the SAT in 
the spring of their junior year 
and then again in the fall of 
their senior year. 

Eleanor Roosevelt High 
School students gaining scores 
of 1600 include: Carl “Billy” 
Margrabe, now a senior at 
ERHS; Lisa Pearl, a 1998 
graduate currently attending the 
University of Maryland; and 
Laura Jean Torgerson, a 1997 
graduate attending Stanford 
University.
